EVIDENCE AT DUBLIN 
INQUEST. 
Dr. D. A. McErlean. Barrister-at-Law, City 
Coroner for Dublin, sitting with a jury at the 
Richmond Hospital yesterday, held an inquest 


‘on the body of Henry O'Grady (63), North 


Richmond street. 

Acting-Superintendent Marr and Sergeant 
McCarthy represented the Civic Guards. 

The Coroner told the jury that O’Grady, 
when admitted to the hospital, was said to be 
suffering from heart-failure following pmeu- 
moma. He died on the 23rd imst., next day. 
It was then stated that on the previous day 
O’Grady had been assaulted and beaten by a 
man. It was on account of that rumour that 
it became necessary for an inquest to be held. 

Mary O'Grady, the dead man’s wife, said 
her husband had been in good health prior 
to 2lst December. He had beer unemployed 
since he returned from the United States of 
America a year and a half ago. 

Dr. Russell, house surgeon at the Richmond 
Hospital, said the man was admitted at mid- 
night on the 22nd inst., and died from pneu- 
moma on the following afternoon. The 
post mortem examination showed that three 
ribs were fractured. 

Answering Acting-Superintendent Marr, the 
witness said that the man had been suffering 
from pneumonia for three or four days. The 
injuries had not caused, but might have 
accelerated death. The chance of recovery 
was reduced by the injuries. To the Coroner 
—It is possible for a man to have pneumonia 
without knowing it. To a jaryman-—<An ordi. 
nary blow would not have caused the injuries. 
Considerable violenre would have been re 
quired, 

Acting-Superintendent Marr asked that the 
inquest should be adjourned pending the in- 
stitution of criminal proceedings. A man had 
been remanded on a charge in connection with 
O'Grady’s death, and a further charge would 
now be mad. against him. 

The inquest. was thereupon adjourned.

on “Research in Education: An 
Experiment,’’ which he read. at the 57th 
annual Congress oí the Educational 'nstitute 
of Scotland at Elgin yesterday. 

“They share with the Scottish Directors 
of Education,” he continued, ‘‘the distinc- 
tion of having originated the Scottish Council 
for Research in Education, in some respects 
the most remarkable research institute in 
existence.” 

Research, said Dr. Steel, would not im- 
prove the personality of the teacher, but the 
development of educational research was cer- 
tain to have as one of its immediate conse- 
quences an improvement in the technique of 
the teacher. A further result of such de- 
velopment, and one of almost as great im- 
portance, would be the elimination of the 
amateur edtucationalist. A third result of 
educational research no less important than 
the others, would be its reaction on the 
moral of teachers. It was probable that 
the most insistent demand made on the re- 
searcher at present by teachers was for more 
varied and better instruments which they 
may employ to detect natural endowment of 
all kinds, and to assess accurately the 
achievements which are the result of ex- 
perience working on that endowment.

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST, 


Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, yesterday held an inquest on 
the body of Mrs. Margaret. Pitts (78), Kast- 
well, Palmerston Park, who died in a Dublin 
nursing home on Christmas Eve. The 
Coroner was assisted by a jury. Inspector 
O'Callaghan appeared for the Civic Guards, 
and Mr. Gerald Byrne represented the Dublin 
United Tramways Company. 

Mrs. Francis Jackson said that on 
November 25th last she and Mrs. Pitts were 
about to board a tramcar at the top of 
Grafton street when the withess, seeing that 
there was no room, said: '' We will not. get 
on. It is fail.” ‘The tramcar stopped. Mrs, 
Pitts, said, “‘Wll get on,” caught the bar, 
and just then the tramear started. Mrs. 
Pitts fell backwards. There was a large 
crowd attempting to board the tramcar at 
the time, and the witness heard someone, 
whom she presumed to be the conductor, say- 
ing that the car was full. 

Bernard Murphy, Harold’s Cross, a pas- 
senger on the tramear, said that he was 
standing on the platform when it reached 
the top of Grafton street. The conductor, 
after telling about twenty people who were 
waiting at the stage that the car was full, 
gave the starting signal. The witness then 
saw Mrs. Pitts fail back. 

Civic Guard John O'Sullivan said that Mrs. 
Pitts told him she could not recollect how the 
accident occurred. 

Dr. Heatley, Mercer's Hospital, said that 
the woman was admitted to that institutioo 
shortly after the accident. ers was a small 
wound on the back of the head, und she was 
also suffering from mild coricussion and 
shock. She remained’in the hospital until 
December 20th. The witness said that he 
thought it would be difficult to say that the 
wound on the head caused death, but death 
wo be accelerated by the concussion and 
shock. 

Dr, M. M. Merrick said that Mrs. Pitts 
came into the nursing home on December 91. 
Her death was due to old age and debilivy, 
accelerated by the accident. 

Patrick McDonald, conductor of the tram- 
car, said that after he had pulled the bell 
and the car had started Mrs. Pitts caught the 
bar and then fell. 

The jury, in returning a verdict in accord- 
ance with the medical evidence, exonerated 
Patrick McDonald from al] blame,

Mifleh Yahia, a notorious Trans-Jordan 
motor bandit, who in the past two years 
carried. out scores of daring robberies, has 
been hanged in Amman Jail. 

Yahia killed a fellow-outlaw after a quarre] 
about a woman. He was captured and sen- 
tenced te life imprisonment, but he made a 
spectacular escape with thirteen other men. 

Then he “took to the road.” Qn one 
occasion he held up eighteen cars between 
Jericho and Jerusalem, Finally he was re- 
captured at Deraa, and tried on twenty-two 
charges. When he was found guifty and sen- 
tenced to death he hurled his shoes at the 
judge. 

He kept his insolent demeanour to the end. 
To his prison friends he said good-bye cheer- 
fully, and when the executioner was going 
through the formality of ideytification he ex- 
claimed: “I am Mifleh Yahia, upchanged.’’

ALL “STUDENTS.” 


Miss Christina A: Keogh, the chief execu- 
tive official, explained to me that by 
"student ’’ they do not necessarily mean only 
those engaged in a course of study, but any 
person who desires knowledge of a specialised 
subject, such as 4 business man who is 
anxious to obtain technical or statistical in- 
formation bearing on his work. 

The Association carries its own. steck of 
books. but it also has-access to the books at 
the disposal of corresponding associations in 
England and Scotland. Each of the associa- 
tions is able to obtain books from several 
libraries! ' An example ‘of the Work carried 
out by the associations, and the method of 
procedure, is the following :— 

A man in, say, Bristol wants a book of 
Trish archeological interest. He applies to 
his local library, which has no such book 


on its shelves, and the local librarian applies ' 


to the English Association. The English 
Association applies to the Irish Association, 
which, possibly, has not the book desired, 
but knows a library in Dublin—or some other 
mé: of the country—where there is such a 
00k. ~ It is obtained, and through the 
channel mentioned finds its way to the man 
who wants it. 


TO AUGMENT LIBRARIES. 


Miss Keogh explained to me that they do 
not buy books which would normally be in 
the public libraries. It is not their function 
to compete with the libraries, but rather to 
augment their functions. They do not want 
to take readers from the ordinary libraries 

“ For our stock we concentrate on books 
of Irish interest,” said Miss Keogh. .“ In 
addition, there are one hundred specialist 
libraries from which we draw.” 

Books of widely varying types are sought 
from the Association. Miss Keogh opened 
a ‘‘request”” book almost haphazardly, 
and real a portion. It included 
many books in foreign longuages. 
rare books on:Irish history and genealogical 
works. Items of which I took a note were :— 
Vol. 7 of the Transactions of the British 
Mycological Society (obtained from London 
for the reader requiring it), Scottish Place 
Names (obtaimed rem the Central Library 
for Scotland), the MacGillicuddy Papers. 

Statistical surveys of counties, ks on the 
linen trade, and old Irish folk songs are often 
asked for by the English Association. 

FREE OF CHARGE. 

The Association is financed entirely by the 
Carnegie Trust, and its service is given free 
of charge. Other libraries which have re 
ceived grants from the Trust agree to lend 
books through the Association from time to 
time. 

The Carnegie Trust also finances the equip- 
ment of the Country Library system in Ire- 
land. Under that system the late Mr 
Carnegie's policy of making grants for the 
erection of library buildings has been aban- 
doned, and there has been a concentration 


system 
Previous to the existence of the Trust Mr. 
Carnegie had by his personal gifts contributed 


‘a sum of approximately £150,000 to libraries 


in Ireland, Of this sum about £108,000 was 
bestowed on library buildings in rural and 
urban districts. In every case his gift con- 
sisted of a building, not of books, and the 
gift was given on the understanding that a 
free site had been obtained, and that an 
adequate rate was available for the upkeep of 
the library. Once the money for the erec- 
tion of the building had been paid over, Mr. 


the library authority. 

Towards the end of 1913 Mr. Carnegie 
formed the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust, 
and placed at its disposal a very large, sum 
of money, directing that the income should 
be applied ‘for the improvement of the well 
being of the masses of the people of Great 
Britain and Ireland ” by such means as the 
‘trustees may from time to time select as 
best fitted from age to age for the securing 
of these purposes, remembering that new 
needs are constantly arising as the masses 
advanc®,”’ 


COUNTY LIBRARY SCHEME. 

The question of libraries was naturally one 
of the first subjects to which the trustees of 
the newly-constituted Trust devoted their 
attenion. On investigating library conditions 
in Irelad they foud that the majority of 
library buildings im rural areas had fallen 
into disue, or btherwise failed to fulfil the 
objects for which they were erected, and 
that the greater portion of the country had 
no form of library provision whatever. 

The shortcomings of libraries in Ireland

These local centres act as lending libraries 
for the residents in the districts in which they 
are situated. The collegtions of books at local 
centres are exchanged every 


y posse its own stock of 
books, which are selected by a library com- 
mittee appointed by the County Council. It 
cannot be too strongly stressed that the matter 
of choice and selection of books is left entirely 
in their hands. Each county committee has 
an absolutely free hand in the matter of 
selecting and purchasing books, and it is their 
duty to see that the books provided are in 
every way suitable. 

The county library system has been adopted 
by every county in Ireland ex Louth, 
Limerick, Longford, and Westmeath. 


ADVICE FOR. LIBRARIANS. 


Another organisation is the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland, which was established five 
years ago, and is a professional body in- 
terested in the welfare of libraries, and whose 
work is the welfare of the library movement 
generally. 

It was formed “ to provide a pivot round 
which all library interests should revolve; a 
centre at which professional problems could 
be discussed and competently solved, and a 
vantage ground from which a-sound and suit- 
able library policy would be advanced. In 
this way Ireland should eventually come to 
possess a library service of maximum value, 
and be enabled to make her contribution, and 
benefit hy other countries’ contributions, to 
this important social service. ' 

One of the services which the Library 
Association was recently asked by some of its 
members to undertake was that provision of 
a positive rather than a negative guide as to 
what books libraries should stock. The censor- 
ship tells people what they must not read; the 
objces of this service is to inform librarians 
of the books which people should read. The 
service is at present in an embryonic stage. 


CENSORSHIP CONSCIOUS. 


Although a committee had previously been 
considering the matter, the institution of this 
service was ready a sequel to a paper “read 
by Mr. D. Cronin, librarian of the Cork 
County Library, at a conference of the As- 
sociation held this year, Mr. Cronin pointed 


| out that many thought that with the establish. 


ment of the Free State Censorship Board would 
come an easing of librarians’ difficulties in the 
selecting of book’, but such has not been the 
case. In fact, he added, the Censorship Board 
has increased considerably the difficulties of 
the librarian by making a certain and not 
insignificant section of the people censorship- 
conscious. He suggested the appointment of a 
National Panel of specially-selected readers 
and an editor whose duties would inclade 
receiving books from publishers and circulat- 
ing them among members of the Panel, who 
in turn would write short reviews, thus assist 
ing librarians in their efforts to exclude un- 
suitable books. 


HOSPITALS’ SERVICE. 


The Library Association is also interested 
in the setting up of a Hospitals’ Library 
Scheme. The Free State Parliament has made 
provision for such a scheme. to be financed 
from the hospitals’ share of the sweepstakes, 
but up to the present little ptogress has been 
made. 

Strictly speaking, the work of the Central 
Catholic Library has litth bearing upon the 
subject matter of this article, but as I called 
there in the course of my inouiries, it may 
be appropriate to deal briefly with that 
Institution. It lends books by Roman 
Catholic authors, and, of course, its stock is 
very carefully selected. 

Those who borrow books from the Central 
Catholic Library show considerable interest in 
old Irish and Anglo-Irish works, and in 
biography. There is a certain demand for 
novels in French, and a smaller demand for 
books in Spanish and German. Gaelic litera- 
ture is not in great demand. About 50 per 
cent. of the people who come to the library, 
however, want works of fiction in English. 
On January órd the Catholic Library is to 
open in new premises at 74 Merrion square.

The certificate of a Justice of the District 
Court is required for the grant of a 
lender’s licence, and the police may appear in 
court and oppose the granting of a certificate, 
but where an application fails in the District 
Court appeal may be made to the Circuit 
Court. Moneylenders are prohibited from 
knowingly samc tu be issued invitations to 
borrow money. ey must not employ agents 
Or canvassers for the purpose of inviting the 
borrowing of money or the entering into any 
transaction involving the borrowing of money. 


QUESTIONS OF INTEREST. 

The charging of compound interest is dis- 
allowed or the increase of interest by reason 
of any default in paying sums due under a 
contract with a moneylender. Communica- 
tions in respect of money lending transactions 
must only sent to a borrower in a sealed 
envelope, marked “' personal,” or otherwise to 
that effect, and with no words on the envelope, 
but those of the name and address of the 
borrower or ir me borrower in the super- 
scription. Moneylenders or their agents may 
not visit a borrower's or Chanding Geredvert 
place of business or employment unless such 
sam resides at the business address. Money- 
enders may not transact business with bor- 
rowers on Sundays, Christmas Day, Good Fri- 
day, or St. Patrick’s Day. 

In the first schedule of the Moneylenders 
Act the Sth Section says that where any in- 
terval between successive payments is not a 
number of complete weeks or complete months 
the calculation of interest shall have effect, as 
“though one day were one-seventh part of a 
week, or one-thirtieth part of a month, as the 
case may be.” Apparently the month of Feb- 
ruary must be dealt with on the weekly scale, 
as a “‘one-thirtieth” part of February would 
undoubtedly create difficulties. 


ENGLAND TO CAPE 
FLIGHT. 


INDIAN AIRMAN’S PLANS. 


Mr. Man Mohan Singh, the Indian airman, 
is not lost as had been feared. He is at 
Croydon awaiting favourable conditions for 
the start of his England-Cape record attempt. 

Mr. Singh left Reading aerodrome on Satur- 
day and was believed to have started his 
record attempt then, bat apparently he only 
made a “hop ” as far as Uroydon. 

Mr. Singh, who is chief pilet to the 
Maharajah of Patiala, is to attempt to better 
Mrs. Mollison’s record of four days, six hours 
and 54 minutes to the Cape. 

In 1930, when only 17, and an under- 
graduate at Bristol University, he made a 
solo flight from Croydon to Karachi, a 
distance of 5,000 miles. 


THE MACHINE. 

The machine in which Mr. Singh is to 
make his record attempt is a specially built 
Miles Hawk with a cruising speed of about 
140 miles an hour, and he hopes to complete 
the journey to the Cape in three days. 

Mr. Singh plans to make Brindisi his first 
halt. and when he failed to arrive there fol- 
lowing the report that he had begun his 
flight, anxiety was felt for his safety. It 
was feared that he had made a forced land- 


ing. 

th, was still believed at Reading Aero- 
drome early yesterday that Mr. Singh had 
left the country and was on his way to South 
Africa. . 

Although officials there were without news 
of his progress it was felt that in his anxiety 
to make Radviy he had not stopped any- 
where ‘long enough to communicate with 
England. They did not expect to hear from 
him until his arrival at the Cape. 

In the absence of newspapers on Christmas 
Day and Boxing Day Mr. Singh would be 
unaware of the groundless fears for his 
safety. 

Mr. Singh arrived at Croydon in his 
machine shortly before moon on Saturday, 
less than one and a half hours after leaving 
Reading. 
and Mr. Singh went there for the purpose 
of collecting it and taking it to Croydon, 
ready to start his Cape flight from there.

DATE OF OPERATION. 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The Mimister for Justice in the Free 
State has made rules of procedure under 
the Criminal Injuries and Damage to 
Property Act, which comes into operation 
on lst January, 1954. Applications for 
compensation under this Act shall be made 
to the Circuit Courts, and the time for lodg- 
ing applications has been extended from 
three months after the date on which the 
rules became operative, which is also the 
lst January. 

The forms of the various applications 
are set out in schedules. The applications 
are to be served on the Muimeter for 
Finance and the State Solicitor for the 
county in which the injury or damage 
occurred, Scales of fees are prescribed in 
another schedule. 


POWERS OF BOARDS OF 
ASSISTANCE, 

The Free State Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health has made 
an order affecting the relief of the poor 
under county schemes throughout the P, 5 
State. The order is intended to clarify in 
certain respects the Local Government 
(Temporary Provisions) Act, 1925. It sets 
out that, notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in a county scheme, a Board of

Monsters. 


The Loch Ness monster was seen 
during the Christmas holidays. On this 
occasion the favoured spectators were a 
doctor, his son and a friend; and their 
testimony is unfaltering in its precision. 
They saw the creature from a distance of 
half a mile on Tuesday, when visibility was 
excellent and the Loch calm. It was some 
ten feet in length; about three feet pro- 
truded from the water ; it threw up a trail 
of spray; and they watched its antics 
“for several minutes.” Within recent 
weeks some fifty persons have seen— 
aut vidisse putant—the Loch Ness 
monster, and at least a dozen of these 
would be accepted as trustworthy witnesses 
in any court of law. Among the dozen are 
the doctor, a pier-master, a schoolmaster 
and the head gamekeeper of a large estate. 
Such persons are not hikely to give a loose 
rein to vivid imaginations, or to be tricked 
by flaws of wind upon the Loch or by the 
ordinary flotsam and jetsam of a large 
water. Thus a puzzled public is being 
forced gradually to one of two conclusions. 
One is that the monster exists: some living 
thing strange to modern experience, which 
has escaped hitherto the eagle eye of 
scientific research—perhaps, a survival 
from the dragons of the prime. If Loch 
Ness really holds such a monster, other 
specimens may be alive elsewhere, and 
some of the long-discredited stories of sea 
serpents may be true. The other conclusion 
is that there is no monster in Loch Ness, 
and that the stories about a monster have 
bred an infection of credulity which has 
captured even the senses of the most trust- 
worthy persons. The history of evidence 


lends support to this view. Theodore Hook’ 


once collected a huge crowd in a London 
square with a cry that a stone lion on a 
monument was wagging its tail; and 
within five minutes half the crowd swore 
that the tail was in motion. We must hope 
that a theory so humiliating to human in- 
telligence will be shattered by triumphant 
proof of the Scottish monster's existence. 
In the meanwhile, an indubitable monster 
has been shot by two peasants, in a marsh 
near Syracuse, and awaits scientific classifi- 
cation.

A Precious Purchase. 
Priced at £100,000, but beyond price in 


| its importance to the Christian world, the 


Codec Sinaiticus was received yesterday 
by officials of the British Museum, and 
almost immediately was placed on show. 
This famous manuscript is one of the two 
supreme authorities for the Gresk text of 
the Bible. It dates from the fourth 
century after Christ, and is, therefore, 
more than a century older than the Codez 
Alegandrinus, which has been for long i 
| the possession of the British Museum, 
| and little later than the Codex Vaticanus 
in Rome. Its discovery in the middle of 
| the last century, and its collation with 
the Codee Vaticanus changed the course 
of Biblical scholarship. Together, they 
provided a text of the Greek Bible which 
was substantially older and closer to the 
original than any text previously studied, 
and brought new light to bear on the 
Scriptures—leading, incidentally, to the 
English Revised Version. The manuscript 
now in British hands contains the entire 
text of the New Testament, in addition 
to two early Christian works which are 
outside the Scriptural canon—the Epistle 
of Barnabas and most. of the “ Shepherd '' 
of Hermas—and a considerable portion of 
the Old Testament. Its history is a 
tribute to the perseverance of a single 
man. In 1844 thé great Biblical scholar, 
Constantine’ Tischendorf, visited the 
Monastery of St. Catharine, at Mount 
Sinai, and there discovered—en rovte to 
the furnace—43 leaves from a manuscript 
of the Old Testament, which, to his highly

In Ireland the Christmas season was 
marred by the British Government's 
ominous Christmas present to the Free 
State farmers. Upon the whole, however, 
it was for us an uneventful and pleasant 
season, wherein even the weather was kind. 
While we thus have reason to rejoice, we 
must temper our pleasure with the thought 
that other nations will look back upon the 
Christmas of 1935 as a period of suffering 
and sorrow. To France, in particular, all 
people must extend their deepest sympathy. 
The death-roll in last Saturday's railway 
disaster at Lagny now amounts to 205, 
and the lives of many of the 300 who were 
injured are still in the balance. Seldom 
has such a tragedy darkened the radiance of 
Christmastide, Sorrow has been widespread 
also in the United States, where the 
elements have done their worst. Blizzards 
and intense cold are responsible for 3500 
deaths, and the toll of accidents adds 
largely to that grim figure; and floods, 
high tides and avalanches have wrought 
much damage which the cold left undone. 
Death and destruction have claimed victims 
in the Philippine Islands, as a result of a 
tidal wave and a volcanic eruption. At the 
present moment the Atlantic is seething 
beneath the fury of great storms ; and, for 
all that anyone knows, tall ships 
may have found their last berth at the 
bottom of the ocean. Europe appears to 
have been spared the assault of the 
elements. Indeed, the French calamity is 
sorrow enough for any continent.

BRITISH PILOT'S SUCCESS 
IN EGYPTIAN RALLY.

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New Year's Honours.

Cattle for Leadon. 


Christmas Day saw the arrival of the 
first supply of live cattle in the port of 
London ior over twenty years. The beasts, 
numbering 605, were unloaded from the 
steamer Nadirholm, coming from Canada, 
and were placed in the new Ilairage 
opened a few weeks ago. Supplies of live 


cattle have reached England im the past 


by way of Birkenhead, but the opening ol 
the Tilbury lairage, with easy facilities for 
bringing cattle into the port of London, 's 
said to reduce freight charges.

Imports of Skimmed Milk. 


Negotiations with Dutch and other ex 
porters of machine-skimmed milk into this 
country have proved unsuccessful, and 
Britain's future supplies remain in doubt 
Some months ago it was arranged that 
im ports should he reatricted to 80 per cent 
of the figures for last year, and, when the 
period of the agreement expired in Octobe: 
it was voluntarily extended till the end 
of the year, so that it automatically comes 
to an end next Sunday. In the first eleven 
months of this year the imports, mainly 
from Holland, amounted to 1,725 900 cw! 
which compare with 1,943,024 ewt. for the 
same period of last year. The British 
proposals are that the quota for imports 
shall be 825 per cent. for January, 80 
per cent. for February, and 77) per cen! 
for March ; but exporters so far have not 
accepted this arrangement.

REVOLUTION IN INDIAN 
OCEAN STATE. 


——-— 


The strangest monarchy in the world, 
that of the Maldive Islands, in the Indian 
Ocean, is at present in the throes of a 
bloodiess revolution, says Reuter. 

The Sultan of the islands, whose title 
is “Lord of the Thousand Isles,”’ holds 
his office partly. as a result of hereditary 
right, but in the main by election by his 
subjects. 

A year ago. the constitution was re- 
formed, Ac se constitutional monarchy 
substituted for the previous absolute 
monarchy. Owing to the reforming zeal 
of the first Cabinet, the new constitution 
proved a failure, and the people resisted 
the Government. 

Four of the seven Ministers were forced 
to flee the country, and Sultan Shamsudeen 
Iskander feared that... like many of his 
predecessors, he woud be dethroned. 

The exiled Ministers have just un- 
successfully attempted to return to the 
islands, Accompanied by the Crown 
Prince Hassan Izzuden, they 
sailed from Colombo in the Maldivian 
Government steamer Barjora to the island 
of Male, on which the Sultan resides,

they deemed it inadvisable to land. The 
Crown Prince rejoined his father on the 
island, and one of the Ministers who 
landed to see his sick agen “as f 
by the wlace to resign his ,.

New 
bombers, after a pause of several years, were 
added to the equipment of the Royal Air 
Force. New single-seater fighters passed 
through final trials; among them was the 
world’s fastest military aircraft, a médified 
version of the standard “ interceptor” 
fighter in the Home Defence Force, which 
attained a level speed, with full lead on 
board, of more than 250 miles an hour. A 
new singleengined amphibian stirred the 
admiration of skilled observers. For the first 
time, a flying boat equipped with a quick- 
firing gun was commissioned by the R.A.F. 
New “ general purpose” machines replaced 
obsolescent equipment. 

Among the new civil aeroplanes were high-

CHRISTMAS ROSES. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish “Times, the Garden Correspondent 
gays :— 3 | 
This beautiful winter flower, so seldom seen 

except in old gardens, and very often 
neglected even there, is well worthy of 
mention at this particular season. Very 
few pure white thowers can be had at 
Christmas and onwards without special 
treatment under glass; but anyone who 
has a small greenhouse, a frame, or even 
a handlight to protect the blooms from 
rain and dirt, can have a profusion of 
these charming flowers throughout the 
winter with a minimum of trouble. The 
Christmas Rose—or. to give it its botani- 
cal title, Helleborus niger—is perfectly 
hardy, and will thrive. in any ordinary 
garden soil, the only protection it requires 
being, as stated above, when in bloom. 
It is also amenable to indoor treatment 
if lifted when the bloom buds are formed 
and potted up and kept well supplied 
with water ac the root while in flower, 
after. which it should be restored to its 
natural position. We should like to see 
this beautiful, old-fashioned border flower 
regaining its former position in popular 
flavour.

INTERNATIONAL 


DECISION. 


AN END TO AN 
OLD DISPUTE, 


——— 


The land of Christmas trees—the beautiful 
Jura country on the Franeco-Swiss border 
is rejoicing this Christmastide over a most 
seasonable ‘‘ present’’ handed out to it by 
the League of Nations. 


It takes the shape of a settlement of the 


de Gex and Upper Savoy, which bound the 
western end of the Lake of Geneva to north 
and south. 

Since the Treaty of Vienna, in 1815, states | 
Reuter from Paris, the Customs -frontier of 
Fiance has been placed behind her political 
frontier, in order that the pastoral peoples 
living around the lake end may trade freely 
with Geneva and the other lakeside cities, to 
which they economically belong. France con- 
sidered that conditions had changed m a 
century, and Article 455 of the Treaty of 
Versailles gave voice to this contention. It 
laid down that “‘ It is for France and Switzer- 
land to come to an agreement together with 
a view to settling between themselves the 
status of these territories under such condi- 
tions as shall be considered suitable by both 
countries,” 

Switzerland, however, saw no advantage in 
any change in the free zone system, so 
eventually France, by single-handed action, 
simply abolished it, pushing her Customs 
boundary up to her political frontier, This 
was in 1925. 

Chaos ensued. Nobody knew what ought 
to be taxed, or where. An English woman 
motorist was stopped on the top of the Fau- 
cille Pass above Geneva and was reproved 
for having a box of matches in her posses- 
sion. ‘“‘ You ought to buy them here im 
France,” she was told. But the barren 
mountainside around her hardle looked a 
likely place in which to buy matches, 


INTERNATIONAL COURT. 


Finally Switzerland took the matter before 
the Permanent Court of International Justice 
at the Hague, which in June last delivered 
judgment in favour of Switzerland by 4 
majority of 6 votes to 5. The free zones 
were to remain in existence. But France, i! 
was ruled, must be given some compensatory 
economic advantages, such as provision for 
importation of goods free of duty, or at 
reduced rates across the line of the Federal 
Customs, 

French and Swiss delegates then met at a 
conference at Montreux to discuss practical 
details. When they failed to reach an 
agreement, a Court of Arbitration, composed 
of Sir John Baldwin. M, Unden (Sweden) 
and Senor Lopez Olivin (Spain). took the 
matter in hand. This. body gave a final 
ruling that agricultural products of the free 
zones were to come into Switzerland free of 
duty, while a list of quotas was to.be issued 


long-standing dispute between France and | 
Switzerland over the free zones of the Pays | 


for industrial products. 

Geneva and the free zones are both de- 
lighted at the settlement, since the French 
inhabitants of the free zones will now be 
able to bring their dairy produce, cattle and 
wine free of duty right into Geneva. This 
should lead to a reduction in the cost of 
living in Geneva, which is badly needed. 

France is less pleased, since the Customs 
frontier will cut across the main railway line 
from Evian to Paris and Evian to Bellegarde 
in four places, which may prove something 
of a problem. 

League of Nations circ’es are delighted, 
seeing in the agreement a triumph for the 
principle of arbitration. A special tribute is 
paid to Sir John Baldwin, as having 
““ brought to the conclusion of the award the 
weight of the Anglo-Saxon spirit.”’

BEGINNING OF 
NEW YEAR. 


JANUARY FOOD 
AND CLOTHING. 


— €—— 
A DISEASE-FREE 
MONTH, 


(By a’ Medical Officer of Health.) 
TT" ancient Romans started the year on 


the first of March, so it opened with 
spring; but we, for reasons which are 
not altogether clear, start the New Year in 
the depth of winter, giving it a very chilly 
welcome, which is not improved by the 
namerous demands for taxes, rates, rents and 


| Christmas expenses which usher it in, 


" So January is not a popular month, and 
most of us are glad when it is over. But the 
increasing light brings some compensation, 
and raises the tone of our minds and bodies ; 
so it is not an unhealthy month except to 
the aged, who find cold and rawness ex- 
ceéedingly trying. 

In past ages food was often scarce, poor, 
and A in January, but the problem of 
feeding the population has passed, and much 
the same food can be obtained at much the 
same cost in January as in July. 


CLOTHING NEEDS. 


Clothing is another matter, for though we 
need alittle more food in winter than in 
summer, wé néed much more clothing. 

One has to be hale and hearty to face 
Januery without misgivings, for it has little 
to recommend it except the returning light. 
The weather in January 18 extraordinarily 
variable; it may be bitterly cold, or it may 
be quite genial; or go from the one to the 
other with little warning; but it is not an 
unhealthy month. 

Influenza never starts in January, and in 
years when influenza epidemics last from 
November to March, some slackening in their 
severity is usual in January. 

The problem of footwear is the chief 
domestie trouble of January; for whether 
cold or warm the month is always damp, and 
the causeways wet, slippery or dirty. Russian 
boots, which were very fashionable some years 
ago, are the best footwear if the streets are 
wet and slippery, especially after snow; for 
their leather soles grip better than rubber ; 
but rubber soles are best on dry ice. 


CHILBLAINS. 


Under any circumstances, boots worn in the 
winter time should bé roomy; for both damp 
and coid make the feet swell, and tightness 
uiterferes with the circulation, numbing the | 
feet and producing chilblains. | 

Chilblains are such a serious nuisance that 
those liable to them dread the winter, but even 
m those most apt to get them they can be 
prevented. 

Chilblains affect mainly the fingers, toes 
and sheli of the ears, but sometimes the soles 
of the feet and the backs of the hands and the 
nose sufier also. To prevent them, three 
things are necessary—freedom of circulation, 
warmth and absence of wetting. Warm, loose 
gloves, preferably of leather, lined with wool 
or fur, wijl protect the fingers. Unfortunately

The Advantages. 


On the other hand, the fortunate ones. 
whose ' happy ' Christmas has no close rela 
tion to the ‘turkey monev, ' should find the 
earlier marketing of the birds a great advan 
tage. In the first place, the cost of produc 
tion will be less, owing to the shorter period 
of feeding, while it can be safely assumed 
that the highest prices of the season will rule 
when the market opens. Again, producers, 
instead of letting the turkeys grow into over. 
large, and often over-long, birds. will be in 
& position to turn out the smaller. more 
plump and tender birds that modern house. 
wives demand. 

If the disappointed producers of this 
season would not give in to despair, but 
vwenuld aim to be Arst in the field next year, 
and take steps accordingly perhaps the ex 
perience of this Christmas may have taught 
& valwable lesson, and the cloud that appears 
over the industry may soon reveal its silver 
lining, 


A Suggested Resolution. 


No poultry-keeper in the Saorstat wants a 
repetition of the conditions of 1933. While 
they are the victims of a ruthiess “ economic’”’ 
conflict, in which they appear to take no 
active interest beyond a general groaning 
and bemoaning, there car a little hope of 
prosperous conditions for our once so valu- 
able industry. 

A New Year resolution which, at the risk 
of being tiresome, I venture to suggest for 
all interested in the production of eggs and 
poultry is, “We must organise.” This 
subject has already been fairly fully dis. 
cussed in these columns, but discussion is 
little use these times, when action—and 
(drastic action at that—is the immediate 
necessity.

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BREEDING MICROBES 
OF SMALLPOX, 


METHOD DISCOVERED IN 


SOVIET INSTITUTE. 


Great interest. has been aroused by the dis- 
covery in the, Mechnikov Institute in Moscow 
of a method of breeding the microbes which 
stimulates ‘smallpox and typhoid fever, ac- 
cording‘ to the official ‘ass Agency, quoted 
by Reuter. 

The discovery, which is said to have eluded 
scientists for. thirty years, hay prove of 
immense value in the search for serums to 
counteract these diseaser. It is.due to the 
efforts .of. Professor Zilbor and Doctors 
Vostrukov ‘and Dosser, who have made a 
study of the subject for several years to pro- 
duce the microbes under artificial conditions. 
They archi presses in E a study of other 
virus such as stimulate ie Pea ineasies, 
sleeping sickness and other Iseases.

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persist in pursuing what has turned into a 
really serious quarrel, the agriculturists on 
this side of the Channel, who are the maim 
sufferers, should at least assert themselves.

COMMERCIAL FRUIT 
GROWING.

NEED FOR WINTER SPRAYING. 
M R. GEORGE VENNARD, Roscommon, 


County. Instructor in Hort.culture, in 

his annual report for 1955, writes that 

he sees no reason why fruit growing should 
not now be carried out on an increasing scale. 
Regarding the growing of fruit for sale in 
the way of commerce it is necessary when 
selecting varieties of fruit-trees te proceed 
carefully, as they do not produce full crops for 
some years. and if it is afterwards found that 
the wrong type of tree or unsuitable variety 
has been chosen, much valuable 
have been lost. To obtain the beat results 
different varieties should be selected to ensure 
cross-fertilieation of the blossoma, which is 
necessary to the prodection of a satisfactory 
crop. The bush type of apple tree is the best 
for planting in the open im small gardens 
I mh are also admirahble for small gardens 


or restricted places, as they may be planted | 
against a sunny wall of trelle.

Before fruit-growing can be made a success, 
one should realise that the crop requires as 
much, if not more, attention than farm crops 
A well-managed orchard, where due regard 
8s paid to spraying, manburing, pruning, etc., 
provided that suitable varieties have been 
planted, should well repay the grower. 


Keeping Trees Clean. 


An essential in the production of first 
class fruits is the control of pests and 
diseases which cause Widespread «@prege to 
trees and fruit. Cleansing washes should 
be applied during winter to remove mosses, 
lichen, ete., which grow on the bark and 
harbour insect pests. Apart from the con- 
sideration of the direct action of @ winter 
wash in destroying pests, lichen and dead 
bark must always accumulate, and the 
freer trees are kept from these the healthier 
they will be, and the leas will be the oppor- 
tunity afforded for imsects to flourish on 
them. 

The introduction of tar-distillate washes 
has proved of great benefit in this reapect, 
since they not only clean the trees but also 
destroy the eggs of Aphides, apple-suckers 
and other pests, and for this reason greatiy 
reduces or simplifies the necessity for summer 
spraying. Inaecticide sprays are useful during 
spring and summer for the purpose of killing 
insects by contact or pormoning their food 

Fungicides are applied as preventives rather 
than cures. The best means to prevent an 
attack is to cover the leaves, frat and young 
wood with a suttable spray early enough 
and, at soitable times, to prevent the develop 
ment of disease. 


VALUE OF MOLE 
DRAINAGE. 


HOW IT SHOULD BE DONE. 


I is usually easy to recognise land that needs 
| drainage. After a spell of wet weather the 
plants have a sickly appearance, and lose 
colour—due to absence of air at the roots. 
Seeds germinate slowly, and come up un- 
evenly, forming a patchy crop. When arable 
land in this condition is ploughed the furrows 
turn up with a wet, shiny surfa-e that bakes 
hard in drying. Where weeds, such as colts- 
foot, docks, and silverweed flourish, it is a 
pretty sure sign that drainage is defective, 
while the presence of rushes and sedges in 
tures always indicate wet land. 
Pipe-and-tile drainage is too expensive now- 
adays. Often it would cost more than the 
land is worth. But the system known as 
mole drainage offers a cheap alternative on 
suitable land. and wspecially on permanent 
rass land, where the soil is of a close, fairly 
vy kind, with a moderate slope. 


Soil That Suits. 


Mole drairiing consists simply in making. a

agreed to continue the pedigree poalt 
breeding station for the present and fo 
future breeding seasons, being encouraged to 
do so by the support the station has received 
from Northern ireland poultry-breeders. The 
Advisory Committee of the Station has 
assured the Trustees that they may count on 
tae continued support of breeders for the 
station. 

Provision was made at Hillsborough for « 
breeding station of 100 hens, and 96 hens 
have actually been entered at the station 
4\ of the entries are White Wyandottes, 39 
are Rhode Island Reds and 16 are White 
Leghorns. In all 57 breeders: have hens 
entered at the station. Most of the entries 
were received direct from last year's laying 
tests at Stormont, but some qualified for 
the necessary copper ring at English laying 
trials, and some gained it at the 1931-32 
Stormont test. 

Trustees have provided cockerels for 
the breeding pens. As far as possible the 
pockerels are officially pedigreed birds, bred 
either at Hillsborough or ut the Lancashire 
ig.
